REMARKS 



Claims 54-143 were pending in the application. Claims 54, 55, 104-117, 130- 
133, and 138-143 have been canceled. Therefore, claims 56-103, 118-129, and 134-137 
are now pending in this application. 

Restriction 

The present restriction divided the claims into the following groups: 

Group I: claims 54 and 112-114 
Group II: claims 55, 115-117, and 133 
Group III: claims 56-103, 118-129, and 134-137 
Group IV: claims 104-111, 130-132, and 138 
Group V: claims 139-143 

Applicant elects group III without traverse, but reserves the right to file Divisional 
Applications to pursue the other restricted claims. Applicant respectfully submits, based 
at least on the arguments provided in the preceding Office Action Response, that the 
present claims are allowable as written.
